OUR NATIONAL FLAG. 


r** ModlO«*UM» It Ha« Uadcrs-on* 


IU Adoption la 1117. 


So many questions have been asked 


regarding the American flag that the 
quartermaster general of the array has 
issued a bulletin on the subject. 
The 


title of the bulletin is "The Stars and 
Stripes." It follows: 


The American congress, in session at 


Philadelphia, established by ita resolu- 
tion of Jane 14, 1777, a national flag" for 
the United States of America. 
The 


resolution was as follows: 


Resolved, That the flag of the thir- 


teen United States be thirteen stripes, 
alternate red and white; that the union 
be thirteen stars, white in a blue field, 
representing a new eon ste Hat ion. 


Although nearly a year previous, July 


i, 1776, these thirteen United States had 
been declared independent, this resolu- 
tion is the first legislative action re- 
:orded relating to a national flag for 
the new sovereignty. 


The use of thirteen stripes was not a 


lew feature, as they had been intro- 
lueed (in alternate white and blue) on 
the upper left hand cornurof astsnda-rd 
presented to the Philadelphia Light 
llorse by its captain in the early part 
>f 1775, and moreover the Union flag of 
the thirteen united colonies raised at 
Washington's heaxlquarters, at Cam- 
bridge, January 2, 17T6, had the thir- 
teen stripes just as they are this day, 
but it also had the croiaes of St. George 
ind St Andrew on a blue; ground in the 
>orner. There is no satisfactory evi- 
lence. however, that any flag bearing 
the union of the stars had been in pub- 
lic use before the resolution of June,1777. 


It is not known to whom the credit of 


lesigniug the stars and stripes is due. 
tt is claimed that a Mrs. John Ross, an 
ipholsterer who resided on Arch street, 
Philadelphia, was tho maker of the first 
Sag combining th« Etary and stripes. 
Her descendants assert that a commit- 
tee o£ congress, accompanied by Gen. 
Washington, who was in Philadelphia 
In June, 1770, called upon Mrs. Ross and 
»ngaged her to make the flag from a 
rough drawing, which, at her sugges- 
tion, was redrawn by Gen. Washington 
ivith pencil in her back parlor, and the 
Sag thus designed was adopted by con- 
ifress. 


Although the resolution establishing 


the Hug was not officially promulgated 
by the secretary of congress until Sep- 
tember 8, 1777, it seems woll authcnti- 
sated that the stars and str ipes weru 
sarried at the battle of the Bramly- 
irfnti September LI, 1777, and thenois- 
(orward during u,U tho battles of the 
revolution. 


Soon after its adoption the new flag 


was hoisted on the naval vessels of the 
United States. The ship Kauger, bear- 
Ing the stars and stripes and com- 
manded by Cu.pt. Paul Jones, arrived at 
a French port, December 1, 1777, and ] 
her flag received on February 14, 1778, 
the first salute ever paid to the Ameri- 
can flag by foreign naval vessels. 


The flag remained unchanged for 


about eighteen years after its adoption. 


By this time two more states (Ver- 


mont and Kentucky) had been admitted 
to the Union, and on January 13, 1794, 
congress enacted that from and after 
the first day of May, 1795, the flag of 
the United States be fifteen stripe.s, al- 
ternate red and white, and that the 
Union be fifteen stars, white in a blue 
field. 


This flag was tho national banner 


from 1705 to 1818, during which period 
occurred the war of 1S12 with Great 
Britain. 
By 1818 rive additional states, 


(Tennessee, Ohio, Louisiana, Indiana 
and Mississippi) had been admitted into 
the Union, and therefore a 
further 


ohange in the flag seemed to be r«j- 
qtiired. After considerable discussion 
in congress on the subject, thu act of 
April 4, 1818, was passed, which pro- 
vided: 


First—"That from and after the 4th 


Jay of July next the flag of the United 
States be thirteen horizontal stripes, al- 
ternate red and white; that the union 
have twenty stars, white in a blue 
deld." 


Since July 4,1891, the number of stars 


nan been forty-four, arranged la seven 
horizontal line*, the top and bottom 
each containing- eight stars and the In- 
termediate lines each seven stars. 


The national flags hoisted at camp* 


or fort* are ramde of banting of Ameri- 
can manufacture. They are of the fol- 
lowing three sizes: The storm and r^ 
cruiting flag, eight feet in length by 
four feet two inches in width; the post 
flag, measuring twenty feet in length 
by ten feut in width; the garrison flag, 
measuring thirty-six feet in length by 
twenty feet in width (this flag is hoisted 
only on holidays and great occasions.) 
The union is one-third of the length of 
the flag, and extends to the lower edge 
of the fourth red stripe from the top. 


The national colors carried by regi- 


ments of infantry and artillery and the 
battalion of engineers, on parade or in 
battle, are made of silk and are six feet 
six inches long and six feet wide, and 
mounted on staffs. The field of the 
colors is thirty-one inches in length and 
extends to the lower edge of the fourth 
red stripe from the top. 
The sizes of 


the Hags used in the army and navy are 
not fixed by law, but are prescribed by 
army and nary regulations—Albany 
Argus.

Fate are -iot digested' in 
the stomach but hi the small intestines. 
Fate in a free state, when they come in 
contact with other food, smear it over 
and thus interfere with its digestion. 
Saratoga chips, fried 
beefsteak and 


other fried food are extremely indigesti- 
ble, because the • gastric juice cannot 
find access to them, or, at least, but 
very imperfectly. Just so with hot but- 
tered toustor new bread with butter. 
Some stomachs are strong enough to 
endure considerable free fat and after a 
while worry it down into the small in- 
testines where it can be digested, but 
when a person has a slow digestion it ia 
a terrible strum upon the digestive 
system. 


Another objection^o the use of buttci 


is insurmountable, and that is that it i 
is aUvtiys full of germs unless it is made 
from boiled milk after the BYenoh fash- 
ion. The cream is allowed to accumu- 
late fur three or four days iu tho ordi- 
nary dairy and to "ripen," which means 
a process of fermentation and decay, 
and when churning day comes, tho ac- 
cumulation of genus are gathered with 
the butter. 
Milk is a most prolific- cul- 


ture field for gurius and thoy are al- 
ways present in it. Some thirty or forty 
different kinds have, hefm 
identified.
